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[57] Scope of Claim for Utility Model Registration 

A ferrite antenna used for a ferrite main body, wherein electronic parts are 
mounted, and a film-like conductor, which constitutes a turned circuit, is formed 
directly on a surface of a ferrite. 

Brief Description of the Drawings 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view of a ferrite antenna according to an embodiment 
of the device, Fig. 2 is a cross-section thereof, Fig. 3 is a perspective view of a 
conventional ferrite antenna, and Fig. 4 is a cross section thereof. 

In Fig. 1 , reference numeral 1 denotes a fenite rod, 2 denotes a flexible circuit 
board, 3 denote lead terminal-shaped electronic parts, 1 1 denotes a coil, 12 denotes a 
conductor, and 13 denote chip-shaped electronic parts. In the drawings, like 
reference numerals denote like or corresponding parts. 
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
